Washington, D. C., June 9 — [Special. 
State control of railroads under existing la 
was emphatically affirmed by the United 
States Supreme court today in a unanimous 
decision handed down in what is popularly 
known as the Minnesota rate case. 

The decision is of momentous importance 
to the country, rivaling in its effect those 
rendered in the Standard Oil and tobacco 
trust cases. 

It sustains the power of state legislatures 
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not inconsiderable. 
eompleting a canvass of the loop district,

Speaking with much 
bitterness he blamed the city for his down- 
fall because of its fäflure to provide toilet 
facilities for its citizens. 

For women practically the only toilet 
facilities in the downtown district are 
those provided by the department stores, 
office buildings, and restaurants. Most of 
them are closed on holidays and in the 
evening. In the office buildings especially 
the provision is not much greater than che 
needs of the regular tenants of the build- 
ings require. The comfort stations in’the 
railroad stations are not readily accessible 
from the loop district and are. at any rate, 
only intended to serve the convenience of 
the traveling public.

O far as the municipal authorities are 

concerned only the beginning of a sys- 
tem of public comfort stations has been 
made ih Chicago. The first to be opened 
in the city is in a small park/at Eighteenth 
and Canal streets, where a regular at- 
tendant is provided whose wagen are paid 
by a private company. Two underground 
stations, one for either sex, are provided 
just outside the new city hall. Two simi- 
lar stations are now being built by the 
south park board, one at either end of the 
van Buren street station o“ the Illinois 
Central railway. Regular attendants will 
be in-charge and, if the necessity seems 
e exist, the stations will be kept open 
twenty-four hours a day. Clean towels, 
foap, and water will de furnished free of 
charge.

Blow to the Railroads. 


The decision will be regarded as @ severe 
setback to the railroads, which have been 
more and morg anxious to get away from 
state control. Its effect generally may be l- 
lustrated by the situation which will arise in 


Minnesota. 
The rates of the Minnesota commission 


which now enter the situation will decrease 
the earnings of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific in state transportation, and, 
ef course, the earnings on transportation 
across the state. 

For instance, the rates from Duluth to 
Moorehead will be reduced in accordance 
with the order of the state commission. The 
rates from Duluth to North Dakota points 
are bound likewise to Fo down; otherwise 
shipper would take advantage of the lower 
rate to Moorehead and then tranship from 
shat place to the North Dakota destination. 

The railroads which resisted the Minnesota 
order contended they could not observe the 
state’s order and apply the lower rate with- 
out subjecting themselves to a complaint 
before the interstate commerce commission 
cf practicing discrimination against inter- 
siete shippers, who were charged the higher 
rates for the same haul in Minnesota. This 
contention, however, did not receive the 
tapetion of the Supreme court. 


Action by Congress Unlikely. 

Before congress wili proceed to the enact- 
ment of any legislation extending the power 
of the federal government in interstate 
commerce it will await the decision of the 
Supreme court in what is known as the 
Shreveport case. This case involves a con- 
flict between the state commission of Texas 


and the state commission of Louisiana. The 


latter complained against the railroads on 
the ground of discrimination, and the rail- 
roads replied they were merely observing 
the order of the Texas commission. 

The interstate commerce commission beld 
the railroads must not discriminate and or- 
dered them to cease the discrimination; the 


Commerce court decided that the railroads 


must comply with the order of the interstate 
commerce commission and disobey that of 
the state commission. = 

As soon as the Supreme court passes upon 
this question the situation: will be clarified 
for further congressional action. Under the 
decision today congress has the power to 
override state authorities as regards the 
fixing of rates which affect interstate com- 
merce whenever it elects todoso. There is 
no lack of power in congress, if it chooses 
to exercise it, but under existing law the 


court came unanimously to the conclusion | 


that the contenfldn of Minnesota must be 
upheld because of the failure of congress 
to act.

Discusses Confiscatéry Clause. 


In taking up the confiscatory phase of the 
controversy Justice Hughes first considered 
whether the rates were conflscatory as, ap- 
plied to the Northern Pacific. 

He said this would turn upon what was 
the “ fair, value of the rallroad’s property. 
He tested the lower court's theory of arriv- 
ing at a fair value by finding the repro- 
duction cost new” by ascertaining how 
this theory worked on the value of the rall- 
road’s lands. 

He said the lower court was in error in 
adding 30 per cent to the normal value of 
the land in some instances and 200 per cent 
at the big terminals in arriving at what the 
court considered the cost of reproducing 
its property.” 

“It is manifest that an attempt to esti- 
mate what would be the actual cost of ac- 
quiring the right of way, ifthe railroad were 
not there, is to indulge in mere speculation. 

“The cost of reproduction method is of 
service in ascertaining the present value of 
the plant, when it is reasonably applied and 
when the cost of reproducing the property 
may be ascertained with a proper degree of 
certainty. But it does not justify the ac- 
ceptance of results which depend upon mere 


conjecture.” 
Opinion on Land Values. 


Justice Hughes said the railroad would 
have no ground to complain if it were allowed 
a value for its lands equal to the fair aver- 
age market value of similar lands in the 
vicinity. without additions by the use of 
multipliers, or otherwise to cover hypotheti- 
cal outlays. : 


In criticising the apportionment of valua- 


tion between interstate and intrastate busi- 
| ness upon the gross revenue basis.“ Justice 
Hughes saſd the division should be made ac- 


cording to the use that is made of the prop- 
erty. He said this use could not be meas- 
ured by the return, when the return itself 
was in question. 

“If the return be taken as the basis,’’ 
said he, then the validity of the state’s 
reduction of rates would have to be tested 
by the rates which the state denounced us ex- 
orbitant."’ 

He added that it would not be impossible 
to ascertain some kind of units by which 
the property could be divided both between 
interstate and intrastate business on the one 
hand and. between passenger and freight 
business on the other. He did not point out 
what this unit would be 


Considers Expense Apportionment. 


The justice next considered the lower 
court’s plan of apportioning expenses on 
the basis that it cost two and a half times 
as much to do intrastate freight business as 
ii did to do interstate, as well as a larger 
amount to do intrastate passenger business 
than to do interstate. He said the expenses 
bad not been kept separately in the ac- 
counts or Statistics of the company and 
that testimony as to the difference in ex- 
penses varied widely, and that the intricate 
question of whether the rates were confis- 
catory could not be decided on proof of such 
a general character. 

Applying these principles to the Northern 
Pacific, the justice held that neither the 
value of the property employed nor the 
share of expenses attributable to intrastate 
business had been proved Satisfactorily to 
show that the railroad’s property was con- 
fiscated. A similar conclusion was reached 
by applying the principles to the Great North- 
ern railroad. 

Coming to the Minneapolis and St. Louis,

Can Recover Overcharges. 

State officials and others connected with 
the case tonight were elated over the decision, 
and were unanimous in declaring it a great 
victory for the state. 

As a result of the decision several railroads 
operating in Minnesota will pay into the state 
treasury approximately $38,000,000—in the 
shape of overcharges. 

The state legislature taking cognizance of 
the injunction proceedings brought to re- 
strain Minnesota from putting into effect 
merchandise and commodity freight rates 
promulgated by the railroad and warehouse 
commission and approved by the two law- 
making bodies passed a law requiring all 
roads to keep books covering all freight 
charges made and to file the same monthly 
with the state. 

While this law covers only freight charges 
it is claimed that the state is in a position to 
exact the difference between 2 and 3 cents 
for passengers if persons having paid such 
rates can produce receipts. 

When informed of the Supreme court’s de- 
cision Gov. Eberhart said: 

“It is the best bit of news I have heard 
in along time. It established what we have 
always contended: That right of the state to 
regulate within its confines. It is a great 
victory and Minnesota has the honor of 
being the leader in making this victory pos- 


sible.” 


CONSIDERS ROADS’ VICTORS. 


New York, June 9.—[Special.])—Newman 
Erb, railroad financier, president of the Ann 
Arbor railroad, the Pére Marquette, and the 
Denver and Salt Lake railroads, and of other 
railroads, tonight said he regarded the de- 
cision in the Minnesota rate case as a com- 
plete victpry in every respect for the rail- 
roads and that the decision wil! do more than 
anything that has happened in years to re- 
store the confidence of the investing public in 
railroad securities. 

The decision,’’ said Mr. Erb, in the gen- 
eral principles confirms the decree of the 
United States Ctrcuit Court of Appeals in 
every point and to that extent Is a complete 
victory for the railroads in Minnesota and in 
other states. It is a vindication, not only for 
the Great Northern and the Northern Pacific 
railroads but for the Chicago and North- 
western, and practically all the railroads tha. 
joined in the fight.” 

At the offices of the Great Northern, EB. T. 
Nichols, vice president of the road, said: 

“I have not received a copy of the decision 
as yet, and do not feel that I can say any- 
thing on the matter.“ 

W. P. Clough, vice president of the North- 
ern Pacific, said: So far the reports I have 
received are too fragmentary to permit me 
to make any statement of what I think of the 
decision.” 


COMMENT BY CHICAGOANS. 


Railroad men in Chicago expressed them- 
selves last night as discouraged at the out- 
look in view of the tenor of the Supreme 
court’s decision. 

F. C. Dillard, general counsel of the Rock 
Island and an authority on interstate com- 
merce questions, said: 

There were two questions involved in the 
Minnesota rate case. One wag that of con- 
fiscation, the other the right of the state to 
interfere „ h interstate rates by reason of 
rates fixed by the state. 

On the question of confiscation, I am not 
sufficiently familiar with the evidence to 
express an opinion. On the question of in- 
terference the decision of the Supreme court 
is wide sweeping. The state of Minncsota 
has apparently won a complete victory. 

The most important question decided in 
the Minnesota case was the question of in- 
terference and that has been decided against 
the railroads. oor 

From the meager reports at hand it would 
seem that where it is shown that intra-state 
rates interfere with interstate rates con- 
gress has power to pass laws so regulating 
the former as to forbid such interference. 

“It is to be hoped that congress will soon 
exercise this power, otherwise we may expect 
inextricable confusion.”

State Appeals to High Court. 


From this decision the state appealed to 
the United States Supreme cuort. 

Of the two propositions involved the more 
vital was the question of the right of the 
States to fix rates on purely intrastate busi- 
ness—that is to say, business both originat- 
ing and terminating within the borders of 
the state. Until the decision of Judge San- 
born in these cases it had been regarded as 
settled law that the nation had full control 
and authority over all interstate transpor- 
tation and that the states had full control 
and authority over all intrastate transporta- 
tion. 

In ‘his decision, however, Judge Sanborn 
held that where reductions of rates made 
by a state on traffic within the state neces- 
sarily force the carrier to change rates on 
interstate traffic the power of the state thus 
used interferes with the federal pGwer solely 
to regulate interstate traffic, and such enact- 


ments of the state are void. 


This opinion, however,’ was overturned yes- 


terday by the federal Supreme court, which | 


held that in the absence of specific federal 
legislation the authority of the state legis- 
lature over all intrastate rates is complete.

Leroy T. Steward bought small blocks of 
stock because Miss Sweet was editor.

A year and a half went 
by and the New Voice’’ st!ll was silent.

Sees Hand: of “Andy” Lawrence. 

“Three candidates for state's attorney, all 
of different political parties, have joined in 
the request for an honest investigation. As 
I have said, this board should know and face 
the facts. Behind this whole situation looms 
the sinister figure of Andrew M. Lawrence 
of Hearst’s Examiner. A crime alleged to 
have been committed by ex-convicts in his 
employ started the revolt against his caadi- 
date, Mr. Hoyne. 

‘Some time previous to the last election a 
union street car conductor named Frank 
Witt was murdered by thugs said to have 
been employed by Lawrence. All efforts to 
bring them to trial proved unsuccessful, with 
the result that the punishment of these crim- 
mals became a serious factor in the stace’s 
attorney’s election. Thousands of votes 
were cast for other candidates in the belief 
that Mr. Hoyne was Mr. Lawrence's per- 
tonal candidate and would do his bidding if 
e'ected and that justice would be thwarted. 

“When a murder ls committed, the ques- 
tion whether a man is a union or nonunion 
man should never be allowed to enter. The 
culprit should be speedily tried and punished 
if guilty. 

Recalls Hoyne’s “Snap” Action. 

When the legislature indicated a dis- 
position to make an investigation into the 
wholesale frauds that were alleged to have 
been committed, an investigation was or- 
wered by the county judge, which still is 
in progress.. Mr. Hoyne repeatedly stated 
in the public press that never, so long as 
he was state’s attorney, would a special 
be appointed. When the

“Believing that jurisdiction lay in his 
court, Judge Cooper appointed another spe- 
cial state’s attorney and called another spe- 
cial grand jury. and it is for this board to 
determine which appointment it shall rec- 
ognize, The whole value of the work depends 
upon the special state's attorney. 

As soon Judge Cooper appointed an 
attorney and authorized the calling of a 
grand jury,.the Hearst-Lawrence Examiner, 
anxious and desirous to befog and bemuddle 
began a vicious personal 
attack upon Judge Cooper. It is more than 
strange that, if Judge Cooper is guilty of 
the acts claimed, and the Hearst-Lawrence 
Examiner had knowledge of these facts, they 
were not exposed at the time they occurred.

The print 
paper section of the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement, which was the only part of that 
measure to become a law, provides for the 
free entry of paper on the condition that all 
these restrictions be removed. They were 
not removed, and the result was that there 
has been no free paper from Canadian crown 
lands. y |

THE BANK BILL AT STAKE.

The issue raised by the Gorman license 
bill slipped through the senate as number 
501 should not be decided in the house by 
any division of “ wets” and “drys.” It 10 
not a temperance issue, it is a monopoly 
issue. Representatives, whether Democrat- 
ic, Republican, or Progressive, who are will- 
ing to stand up and be counted as favoring 
the creation of monoply will vote for this 
vicious measure. 

If they do so vote they will brand them- 
selves as deeply as any vote has ever branded 
a legislator as supporters of powerful vested 
interests in search of monopoly rights It 
will be interesting to see who line up for this 
measure, and how their vote squares with 
their claims to their constituencies.

Mr. Robert 
McMurdy’s analysis of th» bill as establish- 
ing in effect a monopoly in saloon licenses 
and consolidating a vested Interest of a value 
reaching $18,000,000 should arouse public 
Opinion regardless ef temperance divisions, 


There are too many organized vested in- 


terests at work in the politics and govern- 
ment of state and city. We cannot afford 
to have this new interest injected into our 
problems and impregnably fortified by the 
legislature. ,

Ot these the gonococcus infection generally 
occurs at the moment of birth or within I~ 
day or two thereafter. 2

The instructions are to wash the baby’s eyes 
with a boric acid solution at the time of the 
first bath. | | 

The water used to wash the baby, in case 
soap and water are used for this first cleang- 
ing, is not allowed to come in contact with 
baby’s eyes. Instead a pledget of cotton 
saturated in boric acid is used for that pur- 
pose. One pledget is used for each eye. 

Under no circumstances is the same 
pledget to be used for both eyes, nor is a 
pledget that has been used on one eye to be 
put back into the boric acid solution. 

Then, in every, case, a drop of the 1 per 
cent nitrate of silver solution is dropped into 
each eye. The silver solution is strong 
enough to kill any gonococel in the eye, but 
is not strong enough to inflame the eye.

For instance the Httle girls who have an 
innocently acquired infection are not much 
disturbed thereby. ‘The germ shows little 
disposition to travel upward and cause pus 
tubes and peritonitis, as in women. 

When some of the secretion is carried on 
their fingers to their eyes, rarely does blind- 
ness ensue. There la a month or more of 
gore eyes. 

So the harm done by gonococca! infection 
of the eyes is not limited to blindness: it is 
somewhat swelled by milder types of eye 
disease.

of Winchtisea and Nottingham. 

It was understood that Lord Winchilsea 
had made over the entire Kirby hall property 
to his son and that Lord Maidstone, with the 
assistance of his wife's parents, would at 
once proceed to restore the place, the Drexels 
having paid Several visits to Northampton- 
shire for the purpose of making a careful in- 
spection of the property. The money, how- 
ever, has not been forthcoming. Lady Malé- 
stone received no dowry from her parents, 
but was forced to content herself with an 
allowance from them, and as the lump sum 
needed for Kirby ball was not forthcoming, 
Lord Maidstone returned it to his father, who 
has placed it on the market, and who is offer- 
ing it for public sale this month.

It is a magnificent old place, dating from 
the Tudors, subsequent additions having been 
made by Inigo Jones, in the reign of Charles I. 
It originally belonged to the Earls of Stafford 
anch was purchased during the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, by Christopher Hatton of Hol- 
denby, who is described in the deed of sale as 
captain of the queene’s majestie’s guard.” 
He died as her lord chancellor and Kirby hall 
eventually passed to the Earls of Winchileea, 
through the marriage of the Hon. Anne Hat- 
ton, daughter and heiress of Christopher, Vis- 
count Hatton, to Daniel Finch, seventh Earl 
of Winchilsea and second Earl of Notting- 
bam. ; 
Considerable damage having been done by 
fire to the mansion, the impoverishment of 
the Earls of Winchilsea prevented its resto- 
ration, or even its maintenance. The roofs 
were allowed to fall in, the windows robbed 
not only of their glass but even of their 
casing, the doors rémoved from their hinges, 
while ivy, so picturesque and yet so pro- 
motive of disintegration of buildings, was 
allowed to have unchecked growth. In short, 
the place was allowed to go to rack and ruin. 
The present Lord Winchilsea, while he has 
no money to restore the piace as a whole, has 
at least rendered a portion ef the roofs water- 
tight, boarded up some of the windows, and 
taken steps to preserve the walls. But it 
would cost far more than he can afford te 
restore the entire place, which, when reno- 
vated by people of taste andirefinement, with 
reverence for the past, would be one of the 
grandest and moat stately of the old country 
seats for which England is so famous.

Lord Moncreiff, who has just succeeded to 
the peerage through the death of his parson 
father, will be the only schoolmaster in the 
house of lords now that the late Earl of Stam- 
ford has been gathered to his fathers and 
that the reverend Marquis of Normandy has 
given up the boys’ school which he main- 
tained at Mulgrave castie, near Whitby, his 
ancestral home in Yorkshire. The institution 
of which Lord Moncreift ls head master is the 
Stanley House school, at Bridge of Allan, 
Stirlingshire, and he has a great reputation 
in Scotland as a cricketer, being the star 
player of the Stirling County Cricket club. 

He is now the head of the entire house and 


‘Clan of Moncreiff, which has a number of rep- 


resentatives in this country, and which is one 
of the oldest families of Scotland, tracing Its 
line back to the time when surnames frst 
began to be used in north Britain. It is said 
to have been founded by Ramerus de Mon- 
creiff, keeper of the wardrobe to Alexander I.,

Sir Matthew's descendant, Sir John Mon- 
creiff, who died in 1580, had two sons, WII 
liam, the elder, from whom Lord Moncretff is 
descended, and John, the younger, from 
whom is trace® Sir Robert, the founder of 
the branch now represented by Sir Robert 
Moncreiff. William's grandson, John Mon- 
creiff, received a baronetcy from James I. in 
1626, with remainder to his heirs male what- 
Oe ver. 
baronet, became involved in financial dim- 
culties and was forced thereby to sell the 
ancestral Moncreiff estates to his distant 
cousin, Thomas Moncreiff, head of the young- 
er branch, who bullt the present mansion, 
known as Moncreiff house, and who received 
a baronetcy in 1685 from James II. That is 
why the old Moncreiff estates are in the pos- 
session’ of Sir Robert Moncreliff, instead of 
Lord Moncreiff, the head of the family. 
James Moncreiff of the senior line achieved 
great eminence on the Scottish bench and 
became lord justice clerk of Scotiand, receiv- 
ing prior to the death of his elder brother, a 
baroneicy of his own, in 1871, and three years 
later @ peerage, as Lord Moncreiff.

THE FIXED PRICE POLICY. 
Fort Atkinson, Wis., June 4.—{Editor of 


The Tribune.]—In- a recent issue of your 


‘paper there appeared @ news item regarding 


the recent decision of the United States 
Supreme court, declaring unlawful the fixing 
by manufacturers of the retail prices on 
patented articles manufactured by them. 
This makes it appear that the one price 
system, or the fixed price system, is es- 
tablished by manufacturers for the purpose 
of securing excessive profits. This is not the 
case. j 

In our own business we have operated under 
both methods, and we have become con- 
vinced that by fixing the retail price we are 
able to effect more sales at less selling ex- 


pense. During the last twelve months the 


material used in the manufacture of our 
goods has advanced on the average of 27 
per cent, and although we had to pay the 
higher prices this season for material, re- 
ductions in the cost of manufacturing and 
cost of selling have enabled us to leave 
our prices to the consumer the same as last 
year, with only a slightly smaller profit for 
ourselves. One of the causes of the re- 
ductions in selling cost, we ar. convinced, 
is the fixed price policy. 

Concerns which make the greatest use of 
the one price’ system are almost invariably 
the largest advertisers and in most cases 
the advertiser sells the goods through the 
advertisement, the dealer being merely a 
distributer. ae 

I know that your attitude, both in news 
and in editorial columns, is unusually fair.

to the Chicago Woman's Aid, the energetic 
committee of which has been backed in all 
its efforts by County Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs. 

But even with these projects under way 
—and the last is still a matter of uncer- 
tainty—Chicago is far behind, not only the 
great cities of Europe, but even many 
American cities of thé second class. And 
in Chicago, more than any city in the 
world, the need of public comfort stations 
is immediate and pressing. Nowhere else 
are 800,000 or a million people crowded 
into so small a space as in the downtown 
district, unless it be in New York. 

And in New York public comfort sta- 
tions are plentiful and well conducted. 
Not only are there a dozen or more lo- 
cated in the public squares throughout 
the city, but toilet facilities for both sexes 
are provided at every entrance to the sub- 
way. Over in Brooklyn there are six of 
the best appointed public comfort stations 
in the country. 

. 

| N Cleveland, where the impetus given 

to municipal government in the in- 
terest of all the people by the late Tom 
Johnson has never died out, great progress 
has been made. In the public square, the 
principal transfer point for the street rail- 
ways, a large and commedious public com- 
fort station has been built, with a shelter 
house on the street level and toilet accom- 
modations for both men and women under- 
ground. The station is kept open night 
and day and there are always a man and 
a woman attendant on duty, six being em- 
ployed to work on eight hour shifts. The 
men are paid $55 a month and the women 
The station cost $10,000 to build 
and its annual cost of maintenance is 
$6,100. Clean towels and soap are fur- 
nished free to all patrons of the station. 

In Boston nine stations have been com- 
pleted and the city is planning to erect 
seven more. In Washington there are 
three large stations, one at the street level 
and two underground, costing from $20,000 
to $26,000 each. Som idea of the demand 
for such accommodations may be gathered 
from the fact that these three stations 
were patronized by 2,000,000 people during 
1912, The income from the small sum 
charged for the use of lean towels amount- 
ed to nearly $2,500. 

. 7 
A N instance of how 4 public comfort 
station may be made to add to the 
architectural beauty of a pvblic square is 
the large installation in the center of the 
business district of Seattle. In this large 
station there is an ornamental canopy of 


bronze and glass above the level of the 


street. A flight of concrete and mosaic 
stairs at either end leads down to the ante- 
rooms of the two departments. In these 
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anterooms there are bootblack stands and 
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year after it was opened this station was 
patronized by more than 700,000 people. 
One has only to look at the figures of 
attendance on any public comfort station 
in a large city te be convineed that they 
are à real necessity. In New York it runs 
to upwards of a million annually at each 
of the larger stations. From the stand- 
point of the health of the people alone 
the expenditure of enough money to build 
an adequate system of stations in a city 
like Chicago would be justified. From an 
economic standpoint it would relieve the 
office buildings, hotels, and railroad sta- 
tions of the necessity of providing, at 
private expense, what is plrinly a public 
convenience. From the standpoint of so- 
briety and good morals it would cut down 
to a certain, and probably considerable, ex- 
tent the regular patronage of the saloons.

NEXT GAMES IN ENGLAND.

New York, June d. - America's quest of the 
Davis cup, emblematic of the world’s lawn 
tennis championship, was given an auspicious 
start this afterncon, when the United States 
team won the final and deciding matches 
of the preliminary against Australasia.

Either victory was sufficient to clinch the 
series, but since McLoughlin’s victory over 
Doust came first, the Californian racquet 
wielder gets the honor of winning the decid- 
ing match. 


Big Crowd Sees Matches. 

When the rival players in the first of the 
day's, singles resumed the battle on the 
turfed court, ‘surrounded by a gallery of 
5,000 spectators, the score of matches was 
two to one in favor of the United States. 

McLoughlin swung into his speedy and 
masterful play at once, and, although the 
invading team captain fought valiantly, the 
outcome was not long left in doubt. Unable 
to handle the terrific service and returns of 
the United States’ champion, the antipodean 
was gradually worn down and placed on the 
defensive in the final games of each set. 

Williams opened against Rice in a weak and 
erratic manner, and the gallery’ breathed 
a sigh of relief at the thought that, regard- 
less of the outcome of this match, the vic- 
tory would rest with America. It was a far 
more personal matter with Williams, how- 
ever, and once he whipped his strokes into 
working order he came from behind in an 
impressive manner and won the match in 
the final three sets. 


Next Matches in England. 

With the outcome of the first preliminary 
settled, preparations for the second rounds 
are already under way. R. D. Wrenn, chair-

The gentlemen whose tongues and pens 
print more papers in a minute than their 
pressrooms can turn out in twice their run- 
ning time, not only cheat the advertiser but 
they «also hamper you by hampering the 
honest publisher. 

ne man who makes a truthful stéte- 
ment knows that his dishonest compétitor 
will simply take his figures, add 10, 15, 20, 
or 50 per cent, get some one to swear to his 
tabulation, or fix his books and records, and 
get some audtting or investigating company 
to certify to the correctness of the figures 
handed to its representatives. 

Tou have all seen these certificates. The 
large majority, I believe, tell the truth, but 
the fraudulent ones throw doubt and dis- 
credit on all, and the honest publisher is 
placed in the position of submitting his books 
to this examination, and by accepting and 
using the certificate resulting from the ex- 
amination, of bolstering up and certifying in 
a way to the correctness of the certificate 
obtained by his competitor through fraud and 
chicanery. 


Some Send Auditors. 

The methods of securing these attesta- 
tions of certificates are various. Some ad- 
vertisers send their own auditors into news- 
paper offices in an effort to determine the 
facts. 

I say to you that the accountant does not 
live who can go into the office of a publi- 
cation and come away with the positive and 
absolute knowledge that he has obtained the 
real facts. 

* What these accountants certify to are 
merely totals of figures furnished te them 
by the publications themselves. If these 
original figures are correct, then the guaran- 
tee or certificate, or whatever you call it, 
means something. If not, then the certificate 
means nothing. 

“Consider for a moment a hypothetical 
case: Suppose that an accountant enters the 
offices of two newspapers in one city. Sup- 
pose that one of these newspapers tells the 
truth, and the other furnishes the investi- 
gator with false figures—orpoked press 
figures, juggied paper bills, fake route sheets. 
falsified drivers’ sheets, records that suppress 
returns, lost, misiaid, too late, trees from 
which to draw his totale.

BANKER INDICTED 
ON FRAUD CHARGE 


Worthington Said to Have 
Revived Methods Which 
Put Him in Sing Sing. 


CLAIMS $800,000 FORTUNE. 
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John Worthington, president and principal 
owner of the American Bank of Chicago, a 
private institution at 117 North Dearborn 
street, must defend himself against the 
charge of operating a confidence game. An 
indictment was returned by last month’s 
grand jury, but the news did not become 
public until yesterday. 

The complaining witness is Jules F. Koel- 
ling of 3842 North Hoyne avenue, and from 
his testimony it is believed Worthington was 
pursuing methods similar to those which 
landed him in Sing Sing prison some years 
ago. 

Attracts Shrewd Men Here, 

Worthington was committed to the eastern 
prison for four years because he swindled 
one Mary E. Smith out of a stock of merchan- 
dise. At the expiration of his term on July 
5, 1902, he came to Chicago and showed such 
an aptness for the real estate business that 
he attracted the attention of shrewd businese 
men. Soon he was enrolled as a member of 
the Chicago Athletic association and other 
clubs. ‘ 

He owns the apartments at 4458 Drexel 
boulevard, one of which he occuptes with his 
wife and child. 

On May 1, 1911, when he opened his private 
bank, which he sometimes refers to as the 
* American Banking association,’’ Worthing- 
ton advertised himself to be worth $800,000, 
and he gays he has beén increasing this for- 
tune ever since, despite the fact in September 
ef that year Detective Robert Miller of Kan- 
gas City sought to arrest him on a@ fugitive 
Warrant. Worthington hastened to Kansas 
City and gave bond. The fugitive warrant 
was based on the alleged iscue of fraudulent 
notes. a 


_ Forfeits His Bond. 

Just before the Municipal courts were es- 
tablished Worthington was taken before Jus- 
tice John Richardson on a charge of false 
pfetense, but he forfeited his bond and noth- 
ing ever came of the prosecution. 

Koelling’s testimony before the grand jury 
indicates Worthington withheld $1,100 on 
some notes given his bank for collection, and 
in return gave stock certificates which Koel- 
ling says he could not negotiate. 

Koelling filed @ Dill for an acéopnting 
egainst Worthington and Loufe W. Frank, 
jointly interested in the bank, on March 28. 
In that bill Koelling asserts he deposited for 
discount notes aggregating $2,731 and that 
the bank retained §700 over the regular dis- 
count fee. The bill charges other unique“ 
banking methods. 

Worthington had no trouble furnishing the 
$1,500 bond demanded by States Attorney

PRESIDENT WILL HAVE CONTROL 


[BY A STAFF’ CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 9.—[Special.]— 
Government construction and operation of 
railroads and goverriment development and 
operation of coal mines are proposed for 
Alaska in a bill just completed by a sub- 
committee of the senate committee on ter- 
ritories. 

This revolutionary change in the policy 
of the United States is in accordance with 
a recent recommendation made by President 
Wilson. It is designed to rescue northwest- 
ern territory from capitalists and to open 
it up for the benefit of the residents. If 
the policy proves successful, unquestionably 
it will be advocated for continental United 
States. 

The committee on territories held hearings 
upon the Alaskan railroad and coal situation. 
When they were finished, a .aubcommitteo 
consisting of Senator Chamberlain of Oregon 
and Senator Jones of Washington was ap- 
pointed to draft a bill in line with the views 
of the committee. 


Sole Authority in President. 

The plan confides to the president the sole 
responsibility of supervising the construction 
n big railroad system in Alaska. The 
bill appropriates $1,000,000 to pay all pre- 
liminary expenses and authorizes the sec- 
retary of the treasury to issue bonds not in 
excess of $40,000,000, which will pay 3 per 
cent interest and which must be sold at not 
less than par. : 

The president is authorized by the first 
section of the proposed law to appoint an 
Alaska railway commission. This commis- 
sion is to arrange for a survey and the lo- 
eation of such main lines and feeders for 
railroads from points on tidewater to the in- 
terior as will, in the president's judgment, 
best promote the settlement of Alaska, de- 
velop its resources, and provide adequate 
transportation for coal for the army, navy, 
and other government services and for the 
transportation of troops, arms and muni- 
tions of war, and mails. 

When such line or lines are located, the 
president is authorized to proceed with the 
construction, equipment, and operation of a 
railroad or railroads with the necessary 
docks, walls, and terminal facilities. 


President to Name Commission. 

The Alaska railway commission is to com- 
prise not more than five members, appointed 
by the president with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate. A majority of the com- 
mission must be engineers and may be officers 
of the army and navy. The compensation of 
the commissioners Is to be fixed by the presi- 
@ent. Through the commission the presi- 
dent is authorized to employ army or civilian 
engineers and other help, 

To acquire the necessary land the power 
of eminent domain is conferfed on the com- 
mission. As the Panama canal soon will 
be completed, the bill authorizes the transfer 
to Alaska all machinery, equipment, and 
other property no longer needed on the canal. 

When the railroads are in operation the 
Alaska commission is ¢rkpowered to fix 
freight and passenger rates. To protect ex- 
isting lines or any that may be constructed 
hereafter by private capital, the bill pre- 
vides for their connection with the govern- 
ment line and the latter with steamship 
lines for the joint transportation of freight 
and passengers.

Plans for Mineral Control. 

Besides attempting the experiment of gov- 
ernment construction and operation of ra- 
roads, the bill arranges for government de- 
velopment and operation of coal and other 
mines on public lands. 

The president is ordered to segregate stich 
coal reserves of the gove as he may 
deem necessary, and the lands contained 
in such reserves shall not be subject to sale 
or jease. Either through the Alaska com- 
mission or otherwise, the president is au- 
thorized to develop and operate lines within 
the area reserved and deliver the coal mined 
at stich point as may be designated for the 
purposes of the government. Any coal mined 
and not needed for government purposes may 
be sold at such prices as may be fixed by the 
comthiasion and president. 0

To Produce 8 Play. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, June 9.— Among the pages of that 
famous writer and diplomat Chateaubriand, 
called D’Outre Tombe,” will be found the rec- 
ord that the author once contemplated writing 
a dramatic triptych which was. to consist of 
“ Moise,” ‘‘Astyanax” (the son of Hector and 
Andromache), and Saint Louis.“ As a search 
among the papers of Chateaubriand after his 
death revealed no sign of a manuscript of these 
plays it had long been supposed that they had 
never been written. ' 

As a matter of fact, however, Moise” was 
completed and is now in the possession of the 
Odéon, which is preparing to produce it. It is 
a tragedy in five acts, Chateaubriand began 
writing it in 1801, and in 1828 he at last made 
up his mind to give it to the Théatre Francais. 
The play was actually put into rehearsal and 
Talma was to play the part of Moses, of which 
he expected great things. Halévy had com- 
posed an important score of incidental music, 
including choruses and a ballet. 

It has now been learned that almost on the 
eve of the production Chateaubriand withdrew 
the piece, giving no reasons for his decision, 
and it has never been explained why he sudden- 
ly changed his mind. The secret, however, is 
believed to be found in a letter which the 
author wrote Mme. de Duras while he was at

The fish these officers saw are well known as 
the famous climbing perch, which have long 
taken prominent rank among the curiosities 
of nature, and they were being compelled by 
drought to traverse a tract of dry land in 
order to regain their native element. Con- 
stantly the streams they inhabit become dried 
up in the heat of the summer season, and when 
this happens these extraordinary piscine freaks 
climb up the banks, and, guided by some won- 
derful dispensation of providence, make a bee- 
line across country to some river that still con- 
tains a modicum of water. 

It is well over a hundred vears ago that this 
wonderful fish was first brourht before the 
notice of naturalists. A specimen was then 
captured nearly at the top of a lofty palm tree, 
having probably ascended the trunk in order 
to obtain any moisture that might have col- 
lected in the hollow of the leaves. This at first 
was regarded as a traveler’s tale, but when 
M. Daldorf found one of these perch actually 
engaged in ascending a tree, it was amply suf- 
fictent to place the climbing perch in the cate- 
gory of nature’s oddities.

The biggest gun in the world is to he used 
to guard what is perhaps the greatest material 
achievement of the human race—the Panama 
canal It is a sixteen inch breech loading rifts,

The total length of this gun is 49 feet 3 
inches. At the breech it has a diameter of 60 
inches, and tapers from this to 28 inches at 
the muzzle.

Outlying Banks Continue to Gain 


Savings Deposits Show Big Increase 


New Banks Organized to Serve Outlying Districts 
Doing Good Work in Community Upbuilding. 


The growth of the small banks in the outlying districts reflects to a great 
d the activity in those sections of Chicago, and is proof that these institu- 
tions are filling a. useful place in the rapidly developing districts outside of the 
loop. Since the last call was issued by the State Auditor and the Controller of 
the Currency two new banks on the West Side have opened their doors for busi- 
ness—the West Town State Bank and the Garfield Trust and Savings Bank. 
though not two months old, the former of these two banks has already over 
$800,000 in deposits, while the latter bank began business but a fow days ago 


under very favorable conditions. 


The Washington Park National Bank, which was opened a little over three 
years ago., now bas deposits of nearly two million dollars, while the Live Stock 
Exchange National Bank has deposits aggregating over $13.700,000. 
Park State Bank. which is now but ten months old, has deposits of over $500,000, 
and the bank shows a gain of nearly $100,000 in deposits since the April call. 
Drovers Deposit National Bank's statement shows $10,470,000 deposits, which is a 
gain over the deposits shown at the April, 1913, call of over $270,000. 


Other outlying banks also show substantial gains over the figures of the last 

The Woodlawn Trust and Savings Bank shows a gain of over $112,000 in 
deposits over the April call, and the Englewood State Bank shows a net gain of 
over $70,000. The North Avenue State Bank shows about $60,000 gain in deposits. 
The Mercantile Trust and Savings Bank, which is less than a year old, shows 
over @ million dollars in deposits, and has a net gain over the figures of the last 


call.

The outlying banks if Chicago occupy a peculiarly well fortified position. Not 
one of these banks is the result of “high financing.” 
They are an outgrowth of a healthy’ dévelop- 
ment in those communities in which they have been established, and they number 
among their stockholders and directors some of Chicago's leading merchants, man- 
ufacturers, bankers, lawyers, and real estate men. The capital stock of these 
institutions has in every cage thus far been made adequate to meet the commercial 
needs of the community which the bank serves. Bond Departments, Real Estate 
Departments, Safety Deposit Vaults, Mortgage Departments, and Savings Depart- 
ments have been established in most of these banks to answer the needs of patrons. 

One of the strongest features of these outlying banks lies in the fact that they 
are separate institutions, and that the strength of each bank is dependent on no 
other financial institution. The ratio of capital and surplus of these institutions to 
the aggregate amount of deposits is surprisingly large. 
accounts of the outlying banks of Chicago in the last ten years hag been larger in 
proportion than the growth of savings deposits in the loop banks. These two facts 
indicate the solidity of these outlying institutions and the confidence of the people

Washington, D. C., June 9.—[ Special. )— 
Legisiation to protect the stockholders of 
railroade from the financial juggiery of re- 
ceiverships is proposed in 2 second resolution 
dealing with the Frisco system failure, which 
Representative Hinebaugh, the Illinois Pro- 
gressive, will offer in the house tomorrow. 

The resolution Mr. Hinebaugh will offer 
tomorrow calls for a special investigation of 
the Frisco affair by a select committee of nine 
members, who also are charged to frame ieg- 
lulatlon to reform the evils of railroad re- 
ceiverships. 


Warts British Law Copied. 

The forthcoming resolution directs the com- 
mittee to report a bill providing for a simple 
and comprehensive plan of reorganization of 
insolvent railroad corporations engaged in 
Interstate commerce. That such bill shall 
provide for a pian of reorganization similar 
in scope to the companies’ act of Great 
Britain, pursuant to which all plans of re- 
organization of insolvent railroad companies 
be placed under the direction and contro! of 
the courts, with the proviso that if the pian 
is just and receives the consent of three- 
fourths of each class of security holders it 
becomes binding upon all, but if the plan is 
unjust it may be defeated by any shareholder. 

Another provision is that the committee 
frame @ bill to place the issuance of stocks 
and bonds by interstate railroade under g0ov-
